The textile trades in Bohemia 
and Moravia are the heaviest losers. 
Leaving out sugar, 
three-fourths of 
Austria’s exports to the Balkans are 
woolen, linen and cotton goods, and 
all this trade 
has 
been suddenly 
stopped. The result 
has 
been that 
many factories 
were 
compelled to 
shut down and others are running on 
half time. 
Despite the war, the iron and steel 
trades are flourishing. 
The Balkan 
states 
have 
bought 
considerable 
quantities of railway equipment and 
war material, w’hile the home trade 
has been particularly 
good, 
espec­ 
ially in steel rails and railway wag­ 
e rs and coaches. 
The 
shipbuilding 
trade also is good, hut these are the 
c-xeeptions. 
For 
the most part the 
big industries are in very' poor con­ 
dition.

The Town Cow. 


It is a surprising fact to many to 
learn that there are a very consider­ 
able number of cows 
kept 
within 
the limits of every great city. 
Cows 
•re a fam iliar sight on the streets of 
many small towns, but in our vast 
congested urban centers the sight of 
one is very unusual. 
Of course the 
number of cows here is much small­ 
er in proprtion to the population, and 
it is very unfortunate in many ways 
that there are not more cows dwelling 
in our midst, so to speak. 
The city cow', when owned and man­ 
aged by a professional milkman, has 
proved to be a considerable menace 
to health in the past, entirely due to 
the way in which such animals have 
been handled. 
W e do not wish to be 
understood as advocating the opera­ 
tion of commercial dairy herds under 
urban conditions, but we do believe 
firm ly that it would be a great agent 
for the better health of city children 
if there were more city cows owned 
by their parents. 
Census figures show that tho infant 
mortality rate in large cities is much 
higher than among children of the 
same class, age, and mode of life in 
smaller towns or in the country. 


W hile a number of factors combine 
to bring about the early passing away 
of a comparatively large proportion of 
the little children who are unfortunate 
enough to bo born iii a large city, tho 
scientists who give their time and 
thought to these serious problems are 
almost unanimously agreed.that tho 
greatest single factor behind 
these 


atrociously high infant death rates is 
that of impure milk. 
Impure milk has, and still does, reap 
a terrible harvest, and among those 
who are least able to help themselves. 
Carrying its disease germs, its decom­ 
posed organic matter, its filth of vari­ 
ous kinds, iii a liquid form, it is neces­ 
sarily taken by many children without 
having been heated or purified in any 
way. 
Its malignant contents attack 
the child in its weakest organs, those 
of digestion, and the results enter into 
those census figures referred to. 
Much can be done to safeguard the 
milk supply of the cities; much is be­ 
ing done now and more w ill be done 
in the future, as fast as the public 
awakes to the tremendous importance 
of the subject. 
One of the quickest ways to get re­ 
sults in your campaign to protect your 
own family from impure milk is to 
thoroughly investigate the source of 
supply and see that the milk conies 
from healthy cows, and is handled 
iii such a way that it reaches you 
within twelve hours after milking that 
it has not. been warm er than 50 de­ 
grees since milking, and that there 
has been no possible chance of dust or 
dirt of any character getting into it. 
The very best and most satisfactory 
way to secure pure milk, at the lowest 
possible cost is to keep a co\y your­ 
self, if your circumstances will permit. 
All you will reed is a small stable, 
and a lot of paddock where the cow 
can get out into the fresh air for ex­ 
orcise. 
Even under city or suburban 
conditions milk can be produced for 
from three to five cents a quart, buy­ 
ing all the feed.

FOOD FOR LITTLE BOBWHITE

Reeds of one kind of wreed In a day. 
They eat 15 grammes, or half an 
ounce, of weed seed daily throughout 
the winter. 
The known list of in­ 
sects eatetn (135) includes many of 
the most injurious species. 
A single bird ate at one meal 568 
mosquitoes; another during a day ate 
1,350 flies; a third 5,000 plant lice; 
while still another record is 1,532 In­ 
sects, 1,000 of which were grasshop­ 
pers. 
Bobwhites eat from 12 to 24 
grammes of insects daily in the sum-

mer. 
In a study of the growth and 
fedlng of one bobwhite, it was found 
that in his third week he ate half his 
weight of insects, In his fourth week 
one-third. 
In the sixth the addition of grain 
brought it up to one-half again. When 
adult they eat from one-twelfth to 
one-sixth of their weight. 
An esti­ 
mate of the average amount eaten by 
a bobwhite in a year is 2,732 grammes. 
o r about five pounds of insects, and 
4.681 grammer, or about 9% pounds 
of weed seeds, which are equivalent 
to 65,302 insects and 5,123,076 weed 
Reeds.
